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Martha Firestone Ford continues 

to provide visionary leadership and 
stewardship for the Detroit Lions as 
Owner and Chairman. 


Now in her sixth year as Owner and Chairman, Mrs. Ford 
succeeded her husband, William Clay Ford, who passed 
away on March 9, 2014, after serving as the sole owner 
of the franchise for 50 seasons (1964-2013). Mr. Ford's 
ownership grew into a deeply-rooted family tradition 
that now includes multiple generations of the Ford _ 
Family. Mrs. Ford proudly honors that tradition with firm 
leadership and stability. 


Mrs. Ford is the fifth principal owner or syndicate group 
to own and operate the franchise since it moved to__ 
Detroit in 1934. The Lions have won more games (42) in 








Mrs. Ford's first five Seasons as owner than any previous 


ownership during the same time-frame [five seasons). In 
2014, Mrs. Ford's initial season as Owner and Chairman, 
Detroit finished 11-5 and made the playoffs, marking 

the franchises best record since 1991 when the team 
finished 12-4. 


After a disappointing 1-/ start to the 2015 season | 
Mrs. Ford made significant changes to the front office 
and the team responded with a 6-2 finish, its best 
second-half record since 1995. In November, Mrs. Ford 
appointed Rod Wood as team president to run the 
business operations, and in January CU16 she hired 

Bob Quinn, a long-time member of the New England | 
Patriots player personnel department, as executive vice 
president and general manager to oversee the football 
operations. 


In 2016, the Lions earned their second playoff berth in 
three years with a 9-/ record that featured an NFL- 
record eight fourth-quarter comeback wins. Following 
another 9-/ finish in 201/, Mrs. Ford decided a change 
was needed to take the Lions to the next level. Detroit. 
hired new Head Coach Matt Patricia as the 2/th coach in 
franchise history on February 9, C018. Patricia joined the 
Lions with more than 20 years of sual experience 
in the college and professional ranks, inc ucling 14 
ene seasons (2004-17) with the New England 
atriots. 











Along with the entire Ford Family, Mrs. Ford appreciates 
the unwavering support of Lions fans and knows that 
winning and bringing a Super Bowl title to Detroit 
remains the team's primary goal. Beyond success on the 
field, she desires to deliver one of the best fan gameday 
experiences in all of sports. Under her ownership, the 
team has made significant investments to Ford Field, = 
including a recent $100 million stadium renovation in eOl?. \\ hee 





In addition to her contributions to the football operation, 
Mrs. Ford also has made a positive impact in the 
community. In June 2016, she was honored with the 

2016 Zero Tolerance Award from the Detroit Public Safety 
Foundation at the annual “Women in Blue’ banquet for 
the team’s stance on domestic violence. 


In January 2019, the Lions announced an initial $600,000 ™ 
commitment from Mrs. Ford and players toward the 
launch of Detroit Lions Inspire ene a new social 
es initiative in the City of Detroit. Funds generated 
or the teams social justice initiative will focus on 
three community pillars as determined by the players - 
scholarship Funding, social-Educational Programs and 
Medical Aid/Health Assistance. 


Born in Akron, Ohio, Mrs. Ford is the granddaughter 

of one of America's great automotive industrial icons, 
Harvey Firestone. She graduated from Vassar College 

in 1946 with a bachelor’s degree. After getting married 
in 1947, Mr. and Mrs. Ford moved to New Haven, Conn., 
where Mr. Ford attended Yale. The couple relocated to 
the Detroit area in 1952 and became active members of 
the Metro Detroit community. 





Besides her responsibilities as Owner and Chairman of 
the Detroit Lions, Mrs. Ford currently serves on the board Bite 
for Detroit Lions Charities and is an Honorary Trustee 

on The Henry Ford Health system Board of Trustees. She 
has held leadership positions with ne eet 
including The Merrill Palmer Institute, The Universit 
Liggett school, and The Children’s home of Detroit. She 
was also the founder and longtime board member of The 
Maple Grove Institute.

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DETROIT LIONS VICE CHAIRMEN 
AND BOARD OF DIRECTORS 


The unique relationship between the Ford Family and The Detroit Lions... 
goes all the way back to 1934, the very first season the Lions ever played in Vetroit, when William Clay Ford attended his first 
Lions game with his father, Edsel Ford. 


In 1963, Mr. Ford would purchase the Lions and become sole owner, and over the past six decades the passion and love Mr. 
Ford had for the Lions was shared with his wife, Martha, their children and grandchildren. 


Upon Mr. Ford's passing in 2014, the Lions remained in the family and Mrs. Ford. assumed majority ownership. Mrs. Ford is 
supported directly by all four of her children, Martha Ford Morse, Sheila Ford Hamp, William Clay Ford Jr. and Elizabeth Ford 
Kontulis, each of whom serve as the team's vice chairmen and on the board of directors. 


Each of the vice chairmen, along with Mrs. Ford and team President Rod Wood, served on the team’s Advisory Board, which 
was established in November of 2015 to help assist in the search for a new General Manager. That search led to the hiring of 
Executive Vice President and General Manager Bob Quinn, and then two years later to the hiring of Head Coach Matt Patricia. 


All four children also are members of the Board of Trustees for Detroit Lions Charities. 

The vice chairmen’s involvement with the Lions dates back to when they also attended games during their childhood. Years 
later, they now remain deeply devoted, along with their mother, to overseeing and governing the Lions with one primary goal in 
mind - to bring Detroit a Super Bowl title. 


The Ford Family continues the legacy left by Mr. Ford to support the city of Detroit and the state of Michigan with 
transformative philanthropy, while also establishing the Lions organization as exemplary on and off the field. 
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ROD WOOD 


PRESIDENT 
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Detroit Lions Owner and Chairman of the Board Martha 
Firestone Ford appointed Rod Wood as the Lions team 
president on Nov. 19, 2015. Wood reports directly to Mrs. 
Ford and oversees the business operations of the 
organization. 


Upon his hiring, Wood immediately began evaluating all 
business functions within the Lions and Ford Field. 
Concurrent with his organizational evaluation, Wood 
assisted Mrs. Ford and the Ford Family with the search 
and ultimate hiring of Bob Quinn as the franchise's new 
general manager in 2016. On Feb. 5, 2018, the Lions hired ~ 
Matt Patricia as the 2/th head coach in franchise history following his 14 seasons with the New England 
Patriots. 





Wood's “everything is on the table” approach to shaping the business affairs of the franchise has made a 
tangible and positive impact on the business operations for both the Lions and Ford Field on and off the 
field. 


In his four years, Wood has implemented significant changes that range from day-to-day operations to 
new branding and has done so guided by a mission to improve the team's competitive financial position, 
fan engagement and overall customer experience. Wood has strengthened the Lions and Ford Field 
brands with improved business partnerships and more strategic alliances that positively influence 
business initiatives and provide necessary financial support to the club's football operations. 


In February 2017, Wood unveiled plans for the first major renovation to the Detroit Lions’ home stadium, 
Ford Field, since it opened its doors in 2002. The $100 million investment incorporated a complete 
overhaul of the audio and visual experience that features new videoboards as well as a new state-of-the- 
art sound system. The stadium's premium spaces also received a complete makeover with expanded 
offerings to fans. 


“After 1/ years, we still hear what a great venue Ford Field is from our fans, visiting teams and the great 
acts that have performed here, Wood said. “The Ford Family is making a substantial investment to make 
sure our stadium remains among the best, but ultimately it’s still about winning football games. We want 
to get fans in the building having a great time and excited about what they're experiencing so that they 
can continue to help us create a home field advantage.” 


Uuring this time, the team also unveiled a comprehensive rebranding initiative that emphasized the 
classic colors of Honolulu Blue and Silver. At the forefront of the team’s rebranding and perhaps its most 
visible assets, the Lions’ new uniforms, revealed in April 201/, now feature Home, Away, Throwback and 
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Color Rush combinations. With the fan game-day experience a primary focus for Wood, his team also 
implemented a significant upgrade to the stadium's Wi-Fi and oversaw the return of a team cheerleading 
squad for the first time in four decades. 


These enhancements aided Ford Field in reaching new heights in 201/ as the stadium set records with six 
standing-room-only games and a total attendance of 513,100, which topped the previous record of 
510,369 in 2013. Three Lions games in 2O1/ also ranked among the six most attended in stadium history, 
including a new Ford Field Thanksgiving (11/23/17) record of 66,613. According to the NFL, Detroit 
achieved the largest jump in league game entertainment rankings by moving up 10 spots from 2016 
(21st). Two regular season games in 2018 (10/29/18 vs. Seattle, 11/22/18 vs. Chicago) also cracked the 
Top 10 for all-time Ford Field attendance. 


In May 2019, the Lions also announced a partnership with FieldTurf to upgrade the Ford Field playing 
surface to a new FieldTurf Classic HD system. Off the field, Wood provided support for an initial S600,000 
commitment from Mrs. Ford and players toward the launch of Letrait Lions Inspire Change, the team's 
new social justice initiative in the City of Detroit. 


Additionally, Wood works alongside Quinn and Patricia to improve the team’s football infrastructure at 
the Lions’ Allen Park practice facility. Over the past three years, they have completely renovated and 
updated the weight room and practice fields, along with other ongoing facility improvements. 


At the League level, Wood was appointed to and serves on the NFL's Investment Committee. For the eight 
years prior to his appointment as team president, Wood worked closely with the Detroit Lions 
organization and the Ford Family in his role as President and CEU of Ford Estates. 


From 1999 until his appointment at Ford Estates in 2007, Wood was Executive Vice President of Wealth 
Management for the Wilmington Trust Company in Wilmington, Del., a S400 million operation with 17 
offices in eight states. Wood directed the company’s entire wealth management business nationally, and 
he managed the personal trust, financial planning, private banking, investment management, family 
office services and sales functions for the wealth advisory business of Wilmington Trust. 


Prior to joining Wilmington Trust, Wood held an executive position with Comerica Bank where he oversaw 
le offices in four states. 


Over the years, Wood has been a member on numerous company and non-profit boards. He now serves on 
the board of trustees and is an officer for Detroit Lions Charities. He is also a member of the boards for 
CATCH, an organization dedicated to improving the quality of life for pediatric patients and their families 
at Children's Hospital of Michigan and Henry Ford Hospital; the Downtown Detroit Partnership, which 
includes business, philanthropic and government partners that strengthen the city through strategic 
initiatives and program; and newly-created Uetroit Sports Organizing Corporation, geared specifically to 
identify, bid and attract sporting events to the region. 


Wood graduated from Goodrich (Mich.) High School, and earned a Bachelor of Business Administration 
degree from the University of Michigan and a graduate degree from the ABA Graduate School of 
Commercial Banking. 


Wood and his wife, Susan, have one daughter, Alison, and a son, Taylor.

EXECUTIVE VICE PRESIDENT AND GENERAL MANAGER 








Bob Quinn, hired Jan. 11, 2016 as Executive Vice —

Uuring his introductory press conference in 2016, Quinn, 
who had spent the previous 16 seasons (2000-15) with 
the New England Patriots, quickly set forth his vision: 
“Our culture will be one of great work ethic and no egos. 
We will create a working-class attitude throughout the 
organization. The City of Detroit and the state of 
Michigan are known for hard work. The Detroit Lions will 
have a culture of hard work. The auto industry is based on hard work and these fans deserve that.” 








Entering his fourth season in 2019, Quinn's ongoing commitment to improving all aspects of the club's 
football operations was met last year by the addition of Head Coach Matt Patricia. Patricia, who worked 
with Quinn for several years during their respective tenures with the New England Patriots, came to 
Uetroit after serving as the Patriots defensive coordinator from 2Ule-1/. Since coming to Detroit in 2016, 
Quinn feels he has begun to make his mark on the organization. 


“I think we're a more physical team, Quinn said in his 2018 season-ending press conference. “I think we 
have a much better and fundamentally-sound defense, especially run defense. | think we play a physical 
brand of football, which before, I didn't think that was the case my first year or two. I think this year, we 
drastically improved that... I think other things definitely need to improve. We're going to work on that 
this year and just add as many playmakers as we can to this team.” 


Reaching the next level as an organization remains Quinn's goal. His impact over the last three seasons 
has included restructuring the player personnel department and scouting evaluation processes, 
renovating the team’s Allen Park facility and practice fields, as well as upgrading the team’s football 
information and video technology. Quinn has also committed vast resources to revamping the player 
performance and strength & conditioning aspects of the team's football operation. 


The extensive player personnel experience Quinn obtained with one of the most successful teams in NFL 
history in New England provides the foundation for his belief that successful teams are built with rosters 
of outstanding depth. Over the past three seasons, Quinn has utilized a myriad of player acquisition and 
scouting resources to upgrade the team’s roster on a daily basis. 


Quinn has been consistent with his approach of acquiring new players through a healthy balance of the 
NFL Draft, trades and the free agency period. In 2019, he bolstered the Lions roster by signing three 
playmakers in DE Trey Flowers, CB Justin Coleman and TE Jesse James, one year after acquiring defensive 
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starters LB Devon Kennard and LB Christian Jones, as well as UT Damon Harrison Sr. via trade with the 
New York Giants. Quinn also acquired DE Romeo Okwara via waivers prior to Week | last season, who went 
on to lead the team with 7.5 sacks in 2018. 


Quinn's first four draft classes have featured strength up front on both sides of the ball, as well as speed 
in key positions. In 2018, several draft picks saw significant playing time as they prepare for heavier 
workloads this season, including UL Frank Ragnow, RB Kerryon Johnson, UB Tracy Walker and DL Da‘Shawn 
Hand. The 2019 Lions draft class was marked by TE T.J. Hockenson, the team's eighth-overall selection 
out of Iowa. Coupled with LB Jahlani Tavai in the second round and S$ Will Harris in the third round, Quinn 
added nine draft selections and 13 undrafted rookie free agents to Detroit's roster this season. 


“We always want to get better,” Quinn said during the 2019 NFL Draft. “We're always going to add 
competition, whether it’s free agency in May, in June. During training camp, we re going to go through the 
preseason evaluation process like we always do, waiver claims and trade deadlines. So, we're not done. 
We're always trying to improve the team, whether that’s now, tonight, tomorrow. It’s an everyday thing.” 


During his time with New England, Quinn served a variety of roles in the player personnel department, 
including Director of Pro Scouting from 2012-15 when the Patriots won Super Bowl XLIX and four-straight 
AFC East Division championships. 


Prior to his stint as director of pro scouting, Quinn was the Patriots’ Assistant Director of Pro Personnel 
from 2009-12. He worked in college scouting as the team's national scout in 2008 and as a regional scout 
from 2004-07. Quinn also served two seasons (2002-03) as a pro scout and two seasons (2000-01) as a 
player personnel assistant for the Patriots. 


His tenure with the Patriots coincided with one of the most impressive stretches in NFL history — four 
Super Bowl titles, six AFC Championships, 13 AFC East titles, 12+ wins in a season 10 times and 10+ wins in 
14 of his 16 seasons. 


Including the Lions’ 2016 playoff berth, Quinn’s work in player personnel has produced 14 playoff 
appearances in the past 19 seasons. 


Before his 16-year tenure started with the Patriots, Quinn was a graduate assistant in the athletic 
department at the University of Connecticut (1998-99). 


A native of Norwood, Mass., Quinn earned his master’s degree in sports management from UConn in 2000 
and completed his undergraduate studies at UConn in 1998. He and his family live in suburban Detroit.

LIONS COACHING HIGHLIGHTS 

2018: In his first season with the Lions, Patricia's imprint was seen on the offensive and defensive sides 
of the football. The Lions ended the 2018 season by recording their first shutout since 1996 with a 31-0 
win at Green Bay in Week 1/. It was also the first shutout over the Packers in Green Bay since Sept. 20, 
1970. 


v& The Lions’ improvement and effectiveness in the rushing game was immediately felt in Patricia's 
first-career victory as a head coach in Week 3 over the Patriots. Rookie RB Kerryon Johnson 
recorded 16 carries for 101 yards (6.3 avg.) and became the first Lions running back in 75 games 
to produce an individual 100-yard rushing effort. It also marked the first 1O0-yard rushing 
performance by a rookie running back since Kevin Smith posted 11] yards vs. New Orleans on 
Dec. 21, 2008. 

vw The Lions laid a foundation of controlling games offensively, marked by the team’s 4:13 time of 
possession per scoring drive, the second highest in the NFL in 2018. 

vw On 1/4 offensive drives, the Lions only had 29 three-and-outs, the fifth-fewest in the League. 
Their three-and-out percentage of 16./ also ranked as the fifth-best in the NEL. 

v& The team put together another complete game at Miami in Week 7, when Johnson rushed for 158 
yards on 19 carries. His 1/9 yards from scrimmage were the most by a Lions rookie since Jahvid 
Best totaled 232 yards vs. Philadelphia on Sept. 19, 2010. 

vw The Lions set a franchise record by having seven single-games without committing a turnover, 
which tied for second-most in the NEL. 
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Patricia's emphasis on versatility was felt defensively as the Lions had a variety of contributors in 2018. 


w In Patricia's first season in Detroit, the linebacker corps proved to be as impactful of a unit as 
any—a position group Patricia has had much success overseeing during his coaching career. 
yw The Lions linebackers combined to produce 1/.0 sacks in the 2018 season, the most by Lions 
linebackers since they combined for 21.0 sacks in the 1993 season. LBs Jarrad Davis and Devon 
Kennard, in his first season with the club, became the first set of Lions linebackers to each 
produce 6.0-or-more sacks in a single season. 
yw After acquiring DE Romeo Okwara following Week | of the season via waivers, Ukwara went on to 
lead Detroit with 7.5 sacks. Okwara and Kennard each produced career highs in sacks in their 
first season with Patricia. 
The Lions were one of three teams (Ari, NO) in the NFL to have five players produce a multi-sack 
game in 2018. 
The Lions’ identity began to take shape under Patricia's vision in 2018, with promising blocks to build 
upon in his second season at the helm. 


Prior to Detroit, Patricia helped lead the Patriots to three Super Bowl Championships (XXXIX, XLIX, LI), six 
AFC Championships and 13 AFC East Division Championships. In all 14 of his seasons in New England, the 
Patriots finished with 10 or more wins, including 11 seasons with le or more wins. 


Patricia has coached on both offense and defense in the NFL, including six seasons (2012-17) as the 
Patriots defensive coordinator. New England won two Super Bowl championships during that span. 


Prior to being promoted to defensive coordinator in New England, Patricia oversaw the Patriots safeties 
in 2011. Over the course of 14 seasons in New England, Patricia demonstrated his coaching versatility by 
serving in many roles, including linebackers coach (2006-10), assistant offensive line (2005) and 
coaching assistant (2004). 


ADDITIONAL COACHING HIGHLIGHTS 


 Patricia’s six seasons (2012-17) orchestrating the Patriots defense helped the club accumulate 
an NFL-best 75-21 record (.781) during that span. In addition, New England’s defense ranked 
second in points allowed (19.2), fourth in games allowing 20 points or fewer (53) and second in 
games allowing 17 points or fewer (47) over the course of those six seasons. 

yw Under Patricia’s guidance as defensive coordinator (2012-17), the Patriots won at least 12 games 
in each of those six seasons. 

yw In Patricia's final year as defensive coordinator, the Patriots held teams to 20 points or fewer in 
1] games in 2017 (end in NFL), including 10 games with 17 or fewer. In 2016, the team boasted 
the League's top-overall scoring defense, allowing only 15.6 points per game. 

yw New England’s defense recorded the sixth-most takeaways (157) during Patricia’s tenure as the 
defensive coordinator, while also accumulating an NFL-best +/1 turnover differential. 


He earned his start with the Patriots in 2004 where he began as a coaching assistant en route to the 
team's victory over the Philadelphia Eagles in Super Bowl XXXIX. 


Prior to New England, Patricia spent six years in the college ranks, including stints at Syracuse as a 
graduate assistant (2001-03) and Amherst College, where he coached the defensive line (1999-2000). He 
began his coaching career at his alma mater, Rensselaer Polytechnic Institute (R.P.I.), as a graduate 
assistant in 1996 before spending two years working as an aeronautical engineer. 
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PATRICIA’S PLAYING CAREER 





Patricia played both center and guard at R.P.1. during his collegiate career. His senior class helped the 
Engineers to a 31-8 record and three ECAC Championships. 


PERSONAL BACKGROUND 





Raised in Sherrill, N.Y., Patricia attended Vernon-Verona-Sherrill Central School, where he lettered in 
football and wrestling. He graduated from R.P.I. with a bachelor’s degree in aeronautical engineering and 
went on to earn a master's degree in education from the University of Massachusetts. Matt and his wife, 
Raina, have two sons, Dominic and Dante, and a daughter, Giamina.

DEFENSIVE COORDINATOR 





A 47-year coaching veteran, Paul Pasqualoni enters PASQUALONI'S COACHING BACKGROUND 
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line coach at Boston College. 


At BC, his position group touted the nation’s sack leader, Harold Landry, in 2016 and one of the top overall 
defenses in the country. Under Pasqualonis tutelage, Boston College tied a single-season school record 
with 4/7 sacks in 2016, equaling the mark set in 1994. In his first season with BC, the defense finished 
ninth in total defense (314.2 yards/game), second in sacks (3.62/game) and 10th in turnovers gained (27). 


His collegiate coaching experience began in 19/6 when he joined Southern Connecticut State as an 
assistant coach. He spent four seasons (1976-79) in that role before being named the team’s defensive 
coordinator in 1980. After working at Southern Connecticut State, he earned his first stint as a head 
coach at Western Connecticut State in 1982. In five seasons (1982-86) at the helm, he helped guide the 
program to a 28-13 record and a NCAA Division III playoff appearance in 1985. 


Pasqualoni went on to coach at Syracuse for 18 seasons (1987-2004), as he helped the Orange sustain 
long-term success. In his first four seasons (1987-90) with the Orange, he was responsible for 
overseeing the team’s linebackers corps. He was named the team's head coach entering the 1991 season 
and held the position for 14 years. During that time, Pasqualoni led Syracuse to four Big East Conference 
titles and nine bowl games, including two Fiesta Bowl appearances and an appearance in the Urange 
Bowl during the first season of the Bowl Championship Series. 
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His success leading Syracuse led to Pasqualoni being named the Eastern Athletic Conference's Coach of 
the Year for Division 1-A in 1992 and 1995. He then earned the Vince Lombardi Foundation Coach of the 
Year award, in addition to the same award from the ECAC in 1996. Under his leadership, the Syracuse 
program received the American Football Coaches Association Academic Achievement award in 1999 for 
posting a LOU percent graduation rate for the class that enrolled in 1994. In 2003, Pasqualoni was 
honored by the Nassau Coaches Association with the 2003 Ralph Luisi “Uon't Quit” Memorial Award, given 
to an outstanding educator and coach who loves football and teaching. Pasqualoni's 14-year head- 
coaching tenure at Syracuse ended with him as the school’s second-winningest coach with 10/7 victories. 


Pasqualoni entered the NFL in 2005 when he was named the tight ends coach for the Dallas Cowboys. 
From 2006-07 he worked with the Cowboys linebackers before joining the Miami Dolphins as the 
defensive coordinator from 2008-09. He helped the Dolphins win the AFC East title in his first season, 
while the team’s defense finished ninth in the NFL in points per game (19.8) and eighth in sacks (40). 


Pasqualoni later returned to the college sidelines as the head coach at the University of Connecticut for 
three seasons (2011-13). In his first season at Connecticut, he had nine players earn All-Big East honors. 
In 2011, Pasqualoni became the Big East leader in career coaching wins (117) and conference coaching 
wins (67). He helped the Huskies defense become one of the best in the country in 2012, finishing ninth in 
the nation in defense and first in the Big East in total defense. 


Between his time at Syracuse and Connecticut, Pasqualoni has helped coach over 30 NFL Draft 
selections, including Dwight Freeney, Marvin Harrison, Jonovan McNabb and Will Allen. His college head 
coaching background includes a 151-94-1 record, 15 winnings seasons, five conference titles and a 6-3 
record in bowl games. 

The Cheshire, Conn., native earned his bachelor’s degree in health and physical education from Penn 
State in 19/2, as well as a master’s degree in physical education from Southern Connecticut State. He 
and his wife, Jill, have three children - Dante, Tito and Cami.

Joining the Detroit Lions as offensive coordinator in BEVELL'S COACHING BACKGROUND 
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team ranked second in the NFL with a point differential of +741. 


From 2011-17, the Seahawks totaled 14,773 rushing yards, the second-most in the NFL, and averaged 29. / 
rushing attempts per game, the third-most in the League during that span. During that seven-season 
range, the Seahawks accumulated a combined passer rating of 95./, the fourth-highest in the NFL. Under 
Bevell’s tutelage, Russell Wilson accounted for the most wins (65), highest passer rating (98.8), third- 
best interception rate (1.98), fourth-most passing touchdowns (161), fifth-highest completion 
percentage (64.04) and sixth-most passing yards (22,176) that a quarterback has ever totaled in his first 
six seasons in NFL history. 


Prior to joining the Seahawks, Bevell served as the Minnesota Vikings’ offensive coordinator from 
2006-10. He helped lead the club to two playoff appearances, two NFC North titles and one NFC 
Championship Game appearance. Eight different offensive players combined for 15 Pro Bowl selections 
under Bevell and two players combined for five First-Team AP All-Pro honors under his guidance. 


From 2006-10, the Vikings ranked fourth in the NFL with a 4.51 rushing average, fifth with 10,646 rushing 
yards and 84 rushing touchdowns and seventh with 2,363 rushing attempts. Adrian Peterson played his 
first four NFL seasons under Bevell and rushed for at least 1,200 yards and 10 touchdowns each year. His 
52 rushing touchdowns through four seasons tie for the fifth-most in NFL history while his 5,/82 rushing 
yards are the sixth-most through a player's first four seasons. Peterson set an NFL record by rushing for 
296 rushing yards in a single game in the 2O0/ season. 


Bevell received his NFL start with the Green Bay Packers in 20QU and served in various roles with the 
team through the 2UU5 season, serving as the quarterbacks coach in his last three years. In the 2005 
season, Green Bay led the NFL in completions (383) and attempts (626) and set a team record in both 
categories. In 2004, the Packers set a team record with 4,449 net passing yards and finished third in the 
NFL in total offense. In 2003, Brett Favre led the NFL with 32 touchdown passes. 
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Bevell entered the coaching ranks at Westmar University in Lemars, Iowa in 1996, where he worked as 
passing game coordinator and quarterbacks coach. He moved on to lowa State in 1997 as a graduate 
assistant and then the University of Connecticut for two seasons in 1998-99 as wide receivers coach. The 
1998 UConn Huskies posted a 10-3 record, a school-record 461 points, won the Atlantic-10 Conference 
North Division title and advanced to the Division I-AA playoff quarterfinals. 


A four-year starting quarterback at the University of Wisconsin from 1992-95, Bevell left Madison as the 
school's all-time leading passer with 19 team records and a pair of Big Ten marks. In 1994, the junior led 
Wisconsin to its first Rose Bowl win, as the Badgers defeated the UCLA Bruins. As a sophomore in 1993, 
Bevell helped the school clinch a share of the Big Ten championship for the first time since 1962 and his 
67.8 completion percentage stood as a conference record until 2010. 


After redshirting in 1989 as a freshman at Northern Arizona, Bevell went on a two-year Mormon mission in 
Cleveland from 1990-91. 


A native of Yuma, Ariz., Bevell and his wife, Tammy, have three daughters, Kylie, Morgan and Hailey.

Bonamego returns to Detroit after most recently SONAMEGO'S COACHING BACKGROUND 
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as an assistant special teams coach with the 
Jacksonville Jaguars and went on to serve as special teams coordinator for the Green Bay Packers 
(2003-05), New Orleans Saints (2006-07), Miami Dolphins (2008-10) and again with the Jaguars in 201e. 
He began his coaching career in 1987 as an assistant coach at Mount Pleasant (Mich.) High School before 
spending 1] years coaching in the college ranks at Maine (1988-91), Lehigh (1992) and Army (1993-98). 


LIONS COACHING HIGHLIGHTS 

In his two previous seasons in Detroit, Bonamego brought a polished approach to Vetroit's kicking, 
punting and coverage units, which included the emergence of fifth-round draft selection P Sam Martin as 
one of the best young punters in the NEL. 





Uuring the 201] season, Bonamego was the assistant special teams coach for the New Orleans Saints. 
From 2008-10, Bonamego served as the special teams coordinator for the Miami Dolphins, where he 
developed young specialists including K Dan Carpenter, P Brandon Fields and KR Ted Ginn Jr. 


Bonamego guided Carpenter's development after he signed with the Uolphins as an undrafted rookie in 
2008. During his first two seasons, he made 46-of-53 field goal attempts (86.8 pct.). As a rookie, he 
established a new Uolphins rookie record with ll-straight made field goals. He was selected to the 2009 
Pro Bowl after making 2d-of-28 attempts. 
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In 2009, Bonamego's special teams units featured Fields setting a franchise record for net punting 
average (39.9) and Ginn, Jr. becoming the first player in NFL history to record two kickoff return 
touchdowns of 100 yards or more in the same game [at NYJ, November 1, 2009). Ginn, Jr. also was the 
first NFL player in 42 years to have two returns for touchdowns in the same quarter while also recording 
299 return yards, the second-most single-game kickoff return yardage total in NFL history. That season, 
the Dolphins’ 2009 special teams units were ranked 10th in the NFL by universally respected Dallas 
Morning News special teams rankings. Prior to his time in Miami, Bonamego was the New Orleans Saints 
special teams coordinator from 2006-07. In 2006, his units played a critical role in the team's 10-6 
record, as they claimed the NFC South title and appeared in the NFC Championship game. 


Bonamego's experience in the NFC North includes a three-year stint as the special teams coordinator for 
Green Bay from 2003-05. In 2005, the Packers registered the League's longest punt return for a 
touchdown (85 yards vs. Chi). In 2004, Green Bay finished as one of only four teams in the NFL that did 
not surrender a return touchdown or have a kick blocked. The Packers allowed only 20.2 yards on kickoff 
returns and ranked sixth in field goal percentage (85.7). The club had four game-winning field goals in 
CU04, the most by the team since the 19/70 merger. 


During his first season in Green Bay (2003), Bonamego’s special teams units ranked fourth in field goal 
percentage, fifth in kick return average and did not allow a blocked punt or field goal. The Packers 
blocked a field goal and a punt in the same season for the first time since 1997 and won the NFC North 
title. 


Bonamego's first stint in the NFL was from 1999-2002 with the Jacksonville Jaguars. For the first three 
seasons, Bonamego worked as the assistant special teams coach under legendary NFL special teams 
coach Frank Gansz and was promoted to special teams coordinator in 2UUe. In his first season as special 
teams coordinator, the Jaguars were ranked third by /he Dallas Morning News. The unit blocked four 
kicks (two field goals, two punts) and led the AFC in kick coverage (19.5-yard avg.]. The Jaguars also led 
the AFC in gross and net punting average and were one of only two NFL teams that did not allow a return 
touchdown or a blocked kick. P Chris Hanson was selected to the AFC Pro Bowl squad in 2002. 


Before entering the NFL, Bonamego worked I] years on the college level, including six years at Army 
(1993-98) and at Lehigh in 1992. 


From 1988-91, Bonamego was an assistant coach at Maine. While serving as an assistant coach, he 
earned a master's degree in physical education in 199e. 


In 1987, Bonamego served as the head junior varsity coach at Mt. Pleasant (Mich.) High School, and in 
that same year he spent time in Europe as a player-coach with the Verona (Italy) Redskins. 


Bonamego was born in Waynesboro, Pa., and graduated from Paw Paw (Mich.) High School before moving 
on to Central Michigan University, where he played wide receiver and quarterback. Bonamego's father 
served in the U.S. Army and his mother was a Red Cross station manager. As the son of an Army vet, 
Bonamego has lived in Georgia, Texas, Kansas, Africa, Italy and Germany. In 1987, he earned a degree in 
health fitness from CMU. In 2009, Bonamego gave the graduation commencement speech and received 
an honorary doctorate degree from Central Michigan.

Under Caskey's direction, the Bengals 201/ second-round draft pick, RB Joe Mixon, led the AFC, and the 
team, in rushing yards (1,168) in 2018, despite missing two games. During his stint (2012-13) assisting 
the offensive line, the Bengals were third in fewest sacks allowed (29) and tied for sixth in scoring (26.9). 
He joined the Bengals after working at the University of Mississippi as a defensive assistant in 2009, 
working primarily with safeties. Prior to Mississippi, Caskey was on staff at Indiana State from 2006-08.

In 2010 when Corrao initially began working with the linebackers, Dolphins LB Cameron Wake earned his 
first-career Pro Bowl nomination. Corrao went on to help the Uolphins linebacker corps individually reach 
single-season career highs during his time working with the group. In 2012, Dolphins LB Kevin Burnett 
reached a career-high in tackles (110), in addition to LB Karlos Dansby in 2O01e (134 tackles) and LB

In addition to his offensive line coaching experience with the San Diego Chargers (2016), Minnesota 
Vikings (2011-15), Cleveland Browns (2005) and New England Patriots (1998-2001), Davidson also served 
as the offensive coordinator and assistant head coach/offensive coordinator for the Carolina Panthers 
(2007-10) and Browns (2006), respectively. 


From 2008-15, whether as an offensive coordinator or offensive line coach, Davidson's teams finished in 
the NFL's top five in rushing in five different seasons. Additionally, he has been part of six teams that 
have finished in the NFL's top 10 in fewest sacks allowed. Before joining the staff in Denver, he spent the 
2016 season coaching the offensive line for the Chargers. As a member of the Chargers offensive staff, 
Davidson's unit helped pave the way for second-year back Melvin Gordon to reach 997 rushing yards and 
10 touchdowns in just 1] starts. 


Prior to San Diego, he spent five seasons (2011-15) as the offensive line coach for the Minnesota Vikings. 
In his first season with the Vikings, the offensive staff helped the team finish second in the NFL in yards 
per carry and fourth in yards per game, despite running back Adrian Peterson missing four games. During 
the Vikings’ 2Ul2 campaign, Davidson's offensive line featured Pro-Bowl T Matt Kalil along with All-Pro C, 
John Sullivan, as Peterson ran for the second-best single-season rushing total in NFL history (2,097 yards 
with six yards per carry). 


Before joining the Vikings, Davidson worked as the offensive coordinator for the Panthers from 200 /-10. 
During his time in Carolina, the Panthers posted a 12-4 record in 2008, en route to an NFC South title. 

Davidson's offense helped RB DeAngelo Williams rush for the Panthers franchise-record at the time with 
1,515 yards and 18 touchdowns in 2008. Carolina's offense followed up that season with a pair of 1,000- 
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yard rushers in Williams and RB Jonathan Stewart in 2009. With his guidance, Carolina's offense averaged 
134.5 rushing yards per game, ranking fifth in the League during that span. Featuring a pair of Pro 
Bowlers in T Jordan Gross (2008, 2010) and C Ryan Kalil (2009-10), the Panthers’ offensive line helped 
produce four of the top five rushing totals in team history during Davidson's tenure as offensive 
coordinator. 


Prior to being named an offensive coordinator, he served as the offensive line coach for the Browns for 
two years (2005-06). In Davidson’s first season coaching Cleveland’s offensive line, RB Reuben Droughns 
rushed for 1,232 yards to become the Browns first 1,000-yard rusher since 1985. 


Over the course of eight seasons (1997-2004) on the Patriots coaching staff, Davidson was responsible 
for coaching tight ends along with being named an assistant offensive line coach. New England won three 
championships during that span, as the Patriots claimed victories in Super Bowls XXXVI, XXXVITI and 
XXXIX. 


Davidson spent three years playing for the Denver Broncos from 1990-92 after being selected by Denver 
in the fifth-round of the 1990 NFL Draft. During the 1991-92 seasons, he started 16 games for the Broncos 
at left tackle and left guard, respectively. In 1991, he helped protect John Elway’s blind-side as Denver 
reached the AFC Championship game. Davidson went on to begin his coaching career with the New 
Orleans Saints as a volunteer assistant and offensive assistant in 1995. 


A native of Akron, Ohio, Davidson was an All-Big Ten selection and a team captain as a senior offensive 
lineman at Ohio State. His father, Jim, was an All-American linebacker and former team captain for the 
Buckeyes, as the Davidsons became the first father-son team captains in school history. Jeff's brother, 
Jim, also played linebacker for the scarlet and gray.

Detroit's offensive line went on to help put together a season-best, 248 rushing yards at the Miami 
Dolphins in Week /. The performance on the ground marked the most rushing yards the Lions posted ina 
game since 249 rushing yards against the Indianapolis Colts on Nov. 23, 1997. 


Prior to coming to Detroit in 2018, he most recently served as the offensive line coach at UCLA in 2017. He 
entered the NFL coaching ranks when he was named the assistant offensive line coach for the Minnesota 
Vikings in 2014, where he worked for three seasons (2014-16). While assisting with the offensive line, 
Fraley helped the unit produce one of the NFL's top rushing attacks in 2015. 


With an offense featuring RB Adrian Peterson, the Vikings offensive line paved the way for Peterson to 
rush for an NFL-leading 1,485 yards in 2015, while the team finished fourth in overall rushing that season. 
Despite losing veterans C John Sullivan and T Phil Loadholt to injuries during the preseason, Minnesota's 
offensive line finished the 2015 season as the only NFL team to have the same starting offensive line in 
all 16 games.

A former lineman himself, Fraley played 11 seasons in the NFL after entering the League as an undrafted 
free agent in 2000 out of Robert Morris (Pa.). He went on to play with the Philadelphia Eagles (2000-05), 
Cleveland Browns (2006-09) and St. Louis Rams (2010). Primarily a center during his playing career, Fraley 
started for the Eagles (2001-05) before being traded midway through the 2005 season to the Browns. As 
a mainstay along the offensive line, he helped Philadelphia win four-consecutive NFC East titles between 
2001-04 and reach four-consecutive NFC title games. The Eagles advanced to Super Bowl XXXIX against 
New England following the 2004 regular season. 


After joining the Browns in 2006, Fraley played under current Lions Offensive Line Coach Jeff Davidson 
and started all 16 games despite joining the team at the end of the preseason. 


A standout athlete at Robert Morris, Fraley was an All-Northeastern Conference selection from 199/-99, 
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helping his teams win conference titles each season. He had his No. /5 retired by the school in 2001 and 
became the first Robert Morris alum to play in the Super Bowl. He was enshrined in the school’s Hall of 
Fame in 2006 and honored by the Northeast Conference in 2010.

While guiding the Miami football program, Golden led his teams to bowl eligibility in his first four 
seasons, and the 2015 Hurricanes squad would also qualify for a bowl game following the regular season. 
In 2O1e, despite NCAA allegations following a program investigation that occurred prior to his hiring, 
Golden led the Hurricanes to their first Coastal Division Championship in just his second season. Prior to 
Miami's bowl game in 2013, Golden received the 2013 Lombardi Award for Excellence in Coaching at the 
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44th Rotary Lombardi Award Ceremony. 


From 2006-10, Golden served as head coach at Temple, where he sparked one of the greatest 
turnarounds in college football history. Under Golden's guidance, the Owls compiled winning records 
during his last two seasons after the school achieved just two winning seasons over its previous 26 
years. His Temple squad finished 9-4 in 2009 and tied for the MAC East Division title (7-1 record), earning 
them a spot in the EagleBank Bowl, which was Temple's first bowl game since 1979 and only the third in 
the program's Ile years of existence. Ihe team’s nine wins in 2009 were also the second most in school 
history (program started in 1894). 


In 2001, University of Virginia Head Coach Al Groh hired Golden as the youngest defensive coordinator at 
the time in FBS (formerly Division I-A). He would direct the Cavaliers defense for five seasons (2001-05). 
He also worked closely with the inside linebackers from 2001-04 and the secondary in 2005. 


Prior to his tenure at Virginia, Golden was the linebackers coach and recruiting coordinator at Penn State, 
his alma mater, in 2OOU. Golden spent three seasons as the linebackers coach at Boston College from 
1997-99. He started his college coaching career as a graduate assistant at Virginia from 1994-96. 


Golden launched his coaching career in 1993 as offensive coordinator at Red Bank (N.J.) Catholic High 
school. 


The Colts Neck, N.J., native was a three-year (1989-91) letterwinner and two-year starter at tight end for 
Penn State, where he received the 1991 Ridge Riley Award, given annually to a player who displays 
excellence in scholarship, sportsmanship, friendship and leadership. He also served as captain of former 
head coach Joe Paternos Nittany Lions in 1992 en route to the team's Fiesta Bowl Championship. 

Golden earned his undergraduate degree in pre-law from Penn State in 1991 before receiving his master’s 
in sports psychology from Virginia in December, 1996. After his tenure as a college player in State 
College, Golden spent one season in the NFL with the New England Patriots. 

Golden was inducted in the Jersey Shore Sports Hall of Fame in 2004. 


He is married to his wife, Kelly, and has three children-son A.J., and daughters Addison and Grace.

Prince was a key cog in crafting one of college football's most potent offensive attacks in recent years 
while guiding the Boise State receiving corps. In his first year as offensive coordinator in 2Ule, Prince led 
the offense to an 11-2 record despite losing seven starters, as five players were named All-Mountain 
West for the first time in their careers. In 2U11, after returning to the university from spending the 
previous six seasons coaching in the NEL, Prince's offense ranked in the Top-10 in multiple national 
categories, including pass efficiency (4th, 171.57), scoring (5th, 44.23) and total offense (9th, 481.31). 


Prince's previous NFL coaching opportunity came in 2009 when he coached the Seattle Seahawks wide 
receivers after working as the assistant wide receivers coach with the Jacksonville Jaguars from 
2007-08. During the 2007 season, Prince guided Jaguars WR Reggie Williams to a single-season franchise 
record 10 touchdowns. Prior to Jacksonville, Prince got his NFL start as an offensive assistant with the 
Atlanta Falcons, where he served under running backs coach Ollie Wilson. Working exclusively with 
running backs and tight ends his first two seasons, Prince helped Atlanta to lead the League in rushing in 
both of those years. 


Before beginning his first run with Boise State in 2001, Prince was the wide receivers coach at Portland 
State in 1998 and was later promoted to offensive coordinator/quarterbacks coach in 1999 and 2000. 
His previous coaching stints include the Japanese X-League (1996-97), Fort Lewis (Colo.) College 
(1994-95) and Sacramento State (1992-93). He began his coaching career as a graduate assistant at both 
Montana State in 1991 and Humboldt State (Calif.), his alma mater, in 1989 and 1990. 


Prince's NFL roots trace back to his time serving in three different minority training camp internships 
with the San Francisco 49ers (2000, 2002) and the San Diego Chargers (2001). 


A graduate of Humboldt State in 1990, Prince went on to earn his master's degree from the university in 
1992. He is married to his wife, Susan, and they are the parents of three children - daughters Hayden and 
Jasmin and son Tyson. Prince was born May 8, 1965.

VICE PRESIDENT OF PLAYER PERSONNEL 





Kyle O'Brien enters his 18th season in the National Football League and his fourth in Detroit. In his first 
season with the Lions, he worked as the team's Director of Player Personnel, before being promoted to 
the team's Vice President of Player Personnel in 2017. O'Brien continues to play an integral role in the 
team's roster construction, working closely with Lions Executive Vice President and General Manager Bob 
Quinn to bolster every aspect of the roster. Helping lead the club's personnel department, O'Brien was 
instrumental in Detroit reaching the playoffs in 2016. He assisted in acquiring a draft class that 
combined for a total of 108 games played and 3/ total starts in 2016. Detroit's 2016 draft class also 
included first-round selection (16th overall) Taylor Decker, who started in all 16 games at left tackle as 
one of only 1/ players in the NFL to play 100 percent of the team's snaps in 2016. 


The Lions 201/ draft class then featured immediate contributors in every phase of the game, including 
first-round (20th overall) selection LB Jarrad Davis and fifth-round (165th overall) pick CB Jamal Agnew 
who earned All-Pro honors as a rookie return man. O'Brien's assistance in assembling Quinn's third draft 
class was marked by noticeable 2018 rookie highlights including first-round draft selection, OL Frank 
Ragnow, second-round selection, RB Kerryon Johnson and fourth-round selection DL Da‘Shawn Hand. 
Despite missing six games as a rookie, Johnson ranked second in the NFL among running backs with at 
least 100 carries, with a 5.43 yards per carry average. He was sixth among rookies with 854 yards from 
scrimmage. Johnson's 3.43 rushing average ranked as the highest by a rookie rusher with at least 100 
attempts in Lions history. 


In addition to the early rookie contributions, O’Brien is instrumental during the offseason as he works 
closely with Quinn during the NFL Free Agency period. In his second season in Detroit and first as Vice 
President of Player Personnel, the Lions were one of the most active teams pertaining to free agent 
acquisitions. [he 2Ul/ offseason acquisitions of offensive linemen G T.J. Lang and veteran IT Rick Wagner 
built upon the team’s commitment to build within the trenches. Lang's first season in Detroit saw him 
earn his second-career Pro Bowl appearance in the NFC. 


Over the span of his NFL career, O’Brien has worked in player personnel for four different teams in 
capacities that covered both pro and college scouting. Prior to Detroit, O’Brien was with the Jacksonville 
Jaguars as director of college scouting for three seasons (2013-15). Under O’Brien’s guidance, the 
Jaguars acquired a nucleus of young talent that included QB Blake Bortles (third overall) and WR Allen 
Robinson (61st overall) as the team’s first- and second-round picks in the 2014 NFL Draft. Robinson was 
named to the 2016 Pro Bowl, while WR Allen Hurns, an undrafted rookie free agent in 2014, set the NFL 
record for the most touchdown receptions by an undrafted player in a player’s first two seasons (16).

He came to Detroit in 2018 after spending the 2U1/ season as the Vice President of Player 
Personnel and Assistant General Manager for the Houston Texans where he handled the day to day 
responsibilities in the player procurement process. Prior to his time in Houston, Raye worked as the Vice 
President of Football Operations for the Indianapolis Colts (2013-16). With the Colts, Raye oversaw a 
range of administrative and operational aspects of the organization, in addition to assisting with 
personnel matters regarding the roster, salary cap, free agency and the NFL Draft. While shaping the 
Colts college free agency process, Raye led the acquisition of 14 undrafted free agents who went on to 
play in at least one regular season game in their rookie seasons.

Despite the fact the Lions had lost 
only one game prior to Hee tlt in 1934, the season's 
largest crowd had been just 15,000. | 

e opponent in 1934 was the undefeated, defending World 

Champion eet Bears. Ihe game would determine the 
champion of the Western Division. Richards had convinced 
the NBC Radio Network to carry the game coast-to-coast (94 
stations} and additionally, an estimated 26,000 fans jammed 
into the University of Detroit Stadium while thousands more 
disappointed fans were turned away. Ihe game was the NFL's 
first on a national broadcast. 

In 2009, the Lions Thanksgiving Day game against Green 
Bay marked the NFL's /oth anniversary of the first NFL national 
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ame broadcast. Graham McNamee was the announcer 
or NBC Radio for that historic game in 1934. 

Despite two Ace se ouchdowns, the Bears 
won the inaugural game 19-16, but a classic was born. 
since 1934, 79 games have been played with the Lions 
holding a 3/-40-2 record in the series. And each game 
in its own way, continues to bring back memories o 
jared ne not only to Lions fans, but to football fans 
across the nation.
